3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $1,014.00  for  State  Aid  Construction  on  South 
Hampton  Road  in  order  to  receive  State  Aid  of  $2,028.00. 
Or  to  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $194.06  for 
Class  V  assistance  in  order  to  receive  State  Aid  of  $776.24. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  repair,  resurface  and 
make  safe  and  passable  Wallace  Street,  so  called,  in  said 
Town  of  Newton.  And  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  same. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $400.00  to  be  expended  on  the  Smith  Corner 
Road  under  the  supervision  of  the  Highway  Commissioner. 
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8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  one  street 
light  on  Goulds  Hill,  in  front  of  the  residence  of  William 
Varney  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
a  Soldiers  Memorial  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same.

At  8.10  P.  M.  meeting  again  called  to  order  by  the 
Moderator,  Bernard  I.  Churchill.  He  announced  the  results 
of  the  balloting  for  town  officers. 

Proceeded  to  take  up  the  remaining  articles  of  the  war- 
rant. 

On  motion  of  Wilbur  R.  Sargent  it  was  voted  the  select- 
men appoint  the  remaining  town  officers. 

Article  2.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended 
that  the  budget  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

On  the  motion  of  Willard  Paul  voted  to  accept  the 
budget  as  printed. 

Article  3.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that 
before  accepting  the  report  of  the  town  officers,  the  com- 
mittee, after  reviewing  the  report  desires  to  call  attention 
to  the  meeting,  the  following  items  which  appear  to  conflict 
with  existing  votes  duly  enacted  and  made  a  part  of  the 
town  records,  that  is  salary  of  relief  agent,  salaries  of  elec- 
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tion  officers,  salary  of  chief  of  police ;  also  see  what  action 
the  town  wants  to  take  on  tax  title  property  as  voted  in  an- 
nual town  meeting,  March  13th,  1934. 

Regarding  the  salary  of  relief  agent,  William  K.  Davis 
explained  that  while  no  vote  was  taken  at  the  last  town 
meeting,  the  laws  of  1935  authorize  the  selectmen  in  charge 
of  relief  to  employ  assistance  to  administer  relief  and  salar- 
ies shall  be  fixed  by  selectmen. 

In  explaining  the  salaries  of  election  officers  the  fact 
was  brought  to  notice  that  there  was  a  direct  primary  in 
connection  with  the  town  meeting  last  year  which  required 
a,  full  board  of  election  officers  to  be  present. 

After  further  explanations  were  made  Herbert  E.  Wil- 
bur made  a  motion  that  Article  3  be  accepted  as  explained. 
Motion  was  carried. 

Article  4.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that 
the  selectmen  be  authorized  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.  It  was  voted  that  the  selectmen  be  authorized  to  hire 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  5.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended 
that  due  to  the  fact  that  the  State  has  taken  over  several 
miles  of  highway  that  it  be  left  to  the  road  commissioner  to 
do  what  he  can  out  of  the  road  money  on  the  Smith  Corner 
Road.  After  some  discussion,  on  the  motion  of  Hayden  E. 
Cheney  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  recommendations  of  the 
Finance  Committee. 

Article  6.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that 
the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,017.00 
for  State  Aid  construction  on  Peaslee  Crossing  Road  in  or- 
der to  receive  State  Aid  of  $2,034.00  to  finish  the  said  road 
and  the  balance  to  be  expended  on  Pond  Road. 

On  the  motion  of  William  K.  Davis  the  recommenda- 
tion was  accepted. 

Article  7.     The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that 
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the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $208.00  to 
pay  note  given  by  the  town  for  the  purchase  of  town  dump. 
Voted  that  the  recommendation  be  accepted. 

Article  8.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended 
that  after  due  consideration  it  is  inexpedient  to  hold  a  con- 
stitutional convention. 

After  explanation  by  Hayden  E.  Cheney  and  A.  Ralph 
Estabrook  a  standing  vote  was  taken  with  only  legal  voters 
present  in  the  hall.  Williard  Paul,  Raymond  Estabrook  and 
Harry  Merrifield  were  appointed  tellers  by  the  Moderator. 
The  result  of  the  votes  were:  No,  91 ;  Yes,  4. 

Article  9.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended 
that  the  moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  one  to  be 
chosen  from  the  board  of  Library  Trustees,  to  inspect  the 
Gale  Library  building  in  view  of  making  the  necessary  re- 
pairs thereto  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$200.00  for  the  same.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Cora  Bailey  it  was; 
voted  to  accept  the  recommendation. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed  by  the  moder- 
ator: Mrs.  E.  Belle  Boyd,  Hayden  E.  Cheney  and  Wilbur  R. 

Sargent. 

Ralph  E.  Marden  brought  up  the  matter  of  the  Audit- 
ors' salaries,  which  had  been  asked  to  be  raised  from  $7.50 
to  $18.00.  After  discussion  it  was  voted  that  the  Auditors" 
salaries  be  set  at  $18.00. 

William  Varney  asked  that  the  electric  light  be  put 
back  on  Gould's  Hill  and  the  road  fixed  up.  Nothing  could 
be  done  as  it  was  not  put  in  the  warrant.

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In  submitting  this  report  I  can  only  briefly  outline  the 
activities  of  this  department,  but  hope  in  my  humble  way 
to  be  able  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with  the  voters  and  per- 
haps to  bring  to  you  some  of  the  outstanding  difficulties  in 
trying  to  keep  our  fire  losses  down  to  the  smallest  possible 
figure.  As  you  all  are  aware  the  spring  months  are  the  ones 
that  bring  us  most  of  our  troubles  as  far  as  grass  and  rubbish 
fires  are  concerned.  Last  spring  and  well  into  the  summer 
we  were  bothered  both  night  and  day  with  this  kind  of 
fire.  We  believe  most  of  them  were  set  by  some  person  or 
persons  who  were  cranks  or  else  looking  for  excitement. 
But  we  were  unable  to  catch  up  with  them,  even  get  a  clue 
as  to  their  identity.  There  is  also  the  person  that  will  start 
fires  in  an  endeavor  to  clean  up  their  grounds  without  a 
permit  to  start  a  fire.  Now  if  everyone  would  cooperate 
with  us  in  this  respect  many  fires  could  be  averted.  As  the 
State  Forestry  Department  maintains  a  fire  lookout  on 
Rock  Rimmon  in  the  adjoining  town  of  Kingston  it  is  al- 
most impossible  to  have  much  of  a  fire  in  this  district 
without  the  watchman  seeing  it  and  reporting  same  to  me. 
That  means  that  I  or  some  one  has  to  go  and  locate  the 
fire  and  report  back  to  him.  Now  if  everyone  would  get  a 
permit  or  else  burn  their  grass  or  rubbish  at  night  when  the 
conditions  are  favorable  it  would  save  lots  of  trouble  and 
expense.  As  long  as  you  have  a  permit  to  burn  I  can  re- 
port to  the  lookout  that  there  is  no  need  of  checking  as  I 
know  just  where  the  fire  is.  The  truck  has  answered  near- 
ly fifty  calls  of  all  kinds  during  the  last  year. 

We  have  had  more  than  our  share  of  building  fires 
this  year  but  have  been  very  fortunate  in  our  losses  con- 
sidering the  number.  The  time  came  at  last  when  we  had 
our  first  major  breakdown  on  the  truck.  It  happened  the 
day  before  Christmas  as  we  were  fighting  the  fire  in  Wild- 
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er's  barn  next  to  the  Town  Hall.  One  of  the  bearings  on  the 
main  rotor  shaft  let  go  and  it  was  with  much  difficulty  that 
we  were  able  to  save  the  buildings  with  a  crippled  pump. 
It  has  been  overhauled  by  the  mechanic  of  the  Haverhill, 
Mass.  fire  department  and  is  in  perfect  shape  at  this  time. 

We  have  for  the  last  few  years  had  wonderful  co- 
operation from  the  department  in  Plaistow.  They  agreed 
to  stand  by  ready  to  help  out  as  long  as  our  truck  was  out 
of  order.  If  we  could  all  have  this  same  spirit  of  helpful- 
ness in  all  our  undertakings  as  exists  between  our  depart- 
ment and  the  Plaistow  department  we  could  accomplish 
much  more  and  also  rid  ourselves  of  some  of  the  difficult 
problems  that  confront  us  in  our  every  day  lives  in  these 
times  of  stress  when  we  are  dependent  on  each  other. 
The  first  time  in  the  eleven  years  that  the  truck  has  been 
in  use  I  was  forced  to  overrun  my  allotment  in  making  the 
repairs  on  the  truck.  If  we  ever  emerge  from  this  depres- 
sion that  has  been  with  us  so  long  I  hope  it  might  be  pos- 
sible to  have  a  new  truck  but  that  time  seems  quite  a  way 
off,  so  we  will  have  to  keep  this  one  as  near  right  as  we  can 
for  more  years  of  useful  service.  The  rest  of  the  equipment 
is  in  good  shape  including  a  supply  of  hose,  chemicals  and 
the  rest  of  the  forest  fire  equipment. 

In  closing  let  me  thank  the  citizens  for  the  fine  co- 
operation they  have  extended  to  me  in  the  last  eleven  years 
as  your  fire  chief,  also  the  men  who  have  worked  with  me 
in  this  department.  Also  let  us  not  forget  the  faithful  wo- 
men who  stand  by  in  zero  weather  and  furnish  the  muzn 
needed  cup  of  coffee  to  keep  up  our  courage  to  continue 
on  in  this  not  too  desirable  work.

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To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Newton : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  statistical  report  is  for  the  school  year  ending 
June  30,  1937.  This  report  is  followed  by  the  reports  of  the 
Music  Supervisor  and  the  School  Nurse. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  no 
change  in  the  teaching  staff  for  this  year.  We  are  very  for- 
tunate to  be  able  to  retain  the  services  of  such  competent 
teachers. 

Since  the  teacher  is  the  most  important  single  factor 
in  the  school  life  of  the  pupil,  it  is  important  that  we  shall 
have  a  natural  endowment  of  ability  and  a  personality 
which  will  insure  good  behavior  and  a  happy  school  atmo- 
sphere. These  characteristics  must  be  supplemented  by  spe- 
cial training  and  experience,  and  by  an  open-minded  desire 
to  keep  professionally  abreast  of  the  times.  Summer  school 
or  extension  courses  are  necessary  at  intervals  to  provide 
new  and  modern  points  of  view.  Such  work  is  at  present  re- 
quired in  a  number  of  school  districts.  Extensive  travel  is 
usually  credited  as  a  form  of  improvement  worthy  of  recog- 
nition. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report  was 
132,  which  is  a  decrease  of  fourteen  from  the  enrollment 
of  the  year  previous.  The  school  attendance  averaged 
94.33%  of  the  membership,  as  compared  with  the  state 
average  of  94.74%. 

There  were  seventeen  boys  and  girls  graduated  from 
the  Junior  School  last  June.  Of  this  number  sixteen  have 
entered  a  high  school  this  year.  Each  year  the  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution  award  a  medal  to  the  pupil    in    the 
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graduating  class  of  the  elementary  schools  who  has  best 
exemplified  the  principles  of  good  citizenship.  Olive  Avery 
was  selected  to  receive  this  award  last  June.  The  following 
list  shows  the  September  enrollment  of  Newton  pupils  in 
high  schools: 

Sanborn  Seminary .27 

Haverhill  High  School  11 

Robinson  Seminary  3 

Merrimac  High  School 2 

Amesbury  High  Schooi 1 

Total  Newton  pupils  enrolled  in  high  schools 44 

Due  to  the  small  number  graduating  from  high  school 
this  spring  and  the  large  number  entering  in.  the  fall,  we 
shall  have  a  larger  number  attending  high  school  next 
year.  This  will  mean  increased  tuition  costs. 

In  a  general  way  the  work  of  the  schools  is  being  con- 
tinued much  the  same  as  in  former  years.  The  fundamen- 
tals are  stressed  and  tests  have  been  given  annually  to 
check  school  progress.  We  have  tried  to  make  the  schools 
centers  of  happy  activity  in  which  the  children  are  grow- 
ing in  knowledge  and  character. 

Wells  for  the  Junction  and  Village  Schools  are  Hear- 
ing completion.  When  they  are  completed  they  will  fill  a 
need  which  has  existed  at  both  of  these  schools.  There  is 
an  article  in  the  warrant  in  regard  to  the  fence  at  the  Vil- 
lage School  grounds.  If  possible  the  front  and  one  side  of 
this  fence  should  be  completed  this  year,  providing  an  ap- 
propriation is  available. 

The  Red  Cross  and  the  Newton  Granges  are  cooperat- 
ing in  improving  the  health  of  the  children.  The  Red  Cross 
has  continued  to  furnish  first-aid  supplies,  and  clothing  and 
eyeglasses  for  needy  children.  The  Granges  have  again  fur- 
nished funds  which  made  possible  another  Dental  Clinic. 

For  some  time  a  study  has  been  made  of  report  cards. 
The  reports  sent  home  in  elementary  grades,  previous  to 
last  fall,  gave  only  the  rank  achieved,  in  the    various    sub- 
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jects.  This  year  the  report  is  made  up  of  two  parts.  It  is  in- 
tended to  furnish  more  information  to  parents  than  was 
given  on  the  older  card.  The  new  card  not  only  gives  the 
marks  in  the  subjects  which  the  child  is  studying,  but  also 
gives  a  report  on  the  habits  and  attitudes  most  important 
in  the  elementary  grades.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
school  citizenship,  health  and  work  habits,  and  shows  the 
adjustment  of  a  pupil,  or  the  lack  of  it,  to  the  school  pro- 
gram. The  card  calls  attention  to  character  traits,  and  we 
believe  will  help  the  teacher,  parents  and  children  in  build- 
ing character.  It  is  also  hoped  and  expected  that  it  will  be 
a  means  to  cause  the  home  and  school  to  work  together 
more  on  matters  of  concern  to  both. 

A  radio  was  secured  at  Rowe's  Corner  last  fall  with 
funds  earned  by  the  children.  For  grades  one  to  four  in- 
clusive, there  is  one  broadcast  per  week  only.  For  the  chil- 
dren in  the  middle  and  upper  grades  there  are  more  broad- 
casts and  a  variety  of  subjects  from  which  to  choose,  About 
an  hour  per  week  is  used  for  this  purpose,  and  it  is  prov- 
ing both  interesting  and  helpful. 

Visual  education,  through  the  motion  picture  machine, 
is  being  provided  for  children  at  school  quite  generally  at 
present.  Until  recently,  the  cost  of  buying  or  renting  films 
made  it  difficult  for  small  school  systems  to  have  this  fa- 
cility. But  now  the  number  of  free  educational  films  avail- 
able is  great  enough  to  warrant  the  investment  in  a  ma- 
chine, at  least  by  the  Supervisory  District.  I  hope  that  this 
can  be  done  soon. 

Every  school  system  has  a  number  of  children  that  do 
not  learn  to  read  satisfactorily  from  the  regular  reading 
instruction.  Such  children  are  greatly  handicapped  in  do- 
ing school  work  which  involves  reading,  and  they  either 
progress  slowly  in  history,  geography,  and  arithmetic,  or 
they  fail  entirely.  Dr.  Druell  of  Boston  University,  and  oth- 
ers have  demonstrated  that  special  remedial  reading  work 
can  do  much  for  such  children.  To  do  so  it  is  necessary  to 
discover  the  reason  for  the  reading  difficulty  and  then  give 
remedial  work.  The  reasons  for  reading  difficulty  vary  with

individuals,  and  this  means    an   individual   study    of    each 
child. 

Reading  difficulty  very  often  has  an  unfortunate  ef- 
fect on  character  development,  since  it  prevents  the  child 
from  succeeding  as  a  member  of  his  group,  and  getting  sat- 
isfaction from  the  work.  As  a  result,  he  may  develop  any 
one  or  more  of  the  serious  character  defects.  In  the  past 
little  has  been  done  for  such  children.  But  these  recent 
studies  have  made  it  possible  for  teachers  of  reading  to  ac- 
quire ability  to  assist  non-readers.  We  are  starting  this 
work  and  feel  optimistic  that  we  shall  be  able  to  help  many 
of  these  non-readers.  A  series  of  tests  has  been  devised  to 
help  find  the  reason  for  the  pupil's  difficulty.  These  tests 
will  be  used  in  our  schools  this  spring. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  teachers,  parents,  and  the  School 
Board  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  during  the  past 
school  year.
